To his Eacellency, the Governor of the State of Kansas: 

Sır :—In pursuance of the Constitution and laws of 
. the State, I have the honor of-submitting the eighth 
annual report of the condition of the finances of the 
State, embracing abstract of receipts and disburse- 
ments of the several funds for the fiscal year ending 
November 30th, 1868. 

The balance remaining in the treasury at the close 
of the fiscal year 1867, was $35,654.12, distributed 
among the several funds as follows:

In reporting the liabilities and resources last year, 
the sum of $9,360.82, being allowance to the State by. 
the General Government on first installment of “War 
Claims," was included in the total of resources. That 
should not, properly, have appeared as a part of the 
resources of the State, unless, per contra, the sum of . 
$71,743.33, being the amount charged to and due from. 
_ the State to the United States, as ‘‘ Direct tax," under 

act of Congress, approved Angust Sth, 1861, had been 
added to our liabilities. — 

Among the important matters which should engage 
the attention of the Legislature, at its next session, is 
to provide for a settlement with the United States Gov- 
ernment. Not only should the “ Price Raid” claims 
be presented for adjustment and payment, but, also, 
all other expenditures by the State for war purposes. 
Kansas has now issued bonds for military expenses to 
the. amount of $170,000. Besides these, special ap- 
propriations have been made by the Legislature at- 
almost every session since .1862, amounting, . in. the 
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aggregate, to several thousand dollars, to cover some 
expenditure for military or war purpose, and for which 
the State should be reimbursed. _ mum 

. To effect such settlement, either the “Military 
Board" of the State, if continued, or some ‘officer of 
the State, should be specially authorized to proceed to 
Washington, with all these claims in proper shape, 
present the matter to Congress through our members, 
who should, as no doubt they would, urge speedy 
action thereon, liquidate the indebtedness of the State 
there, and place the balance in the treasury. 

While other States have been pressing their claims 
of a similar character, and securing the appropriations 
necessary to reimburse them for such expenditures, 
Kansas has been negligent in this regard. She cannot 

_ afford longer to remain so. The burthen of taxation, 
now so generally complained of, might be very mate- 
rially lightened, if the State would collect what is 
justly her due from the United States. 

In this connection, it may be proper to say that pro- 
vision will have to be made for the payment of the 
battalion of militia, called. into service against the 
Indians, during the past autumn, the total amount of 
which, together with the necessary expenses of raising, 
subsisting stock, &c., will not, probably, fall much 
short of $100,000. Fora more detailed estimate, I refer 
you to the report of the Adjutant General, who, as chair- 
man of the “Military Board," is in possession of such 
vouchers as have been filed, as also the muster rolls. ` 

It will be seen, by reference to the tabular statement 
of taxable property of the State, as returned by the 
county clerks, that the aggregate falls very considera- 
bly below the estimate of the last Legislature, being a 
little less than sixty-seven millions—five millions un- 
der.the lowest estimate of the committee of conference 
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to whom the revenue bill was referred before its final 
passage. The committee's estimate was undoubtedly 
low enough; but, being consulted by the members 
thereof, I agreed with them sc far, but contended that 
the actual value of taxable property in the State, at 
that time, if properly assessed, would not fall below 
one hundred million dollars; suggested that it would 
not be safe to base a levy of taxes upon more than 
- sixty-five million dollars—an increase of about ten per 
cent. over the return of the preceding year. Theresult 
shows the fallacy of A dL. in order to reduce 
the rate of the levy. 

It is bad economy, when the public necessities are 
such as to require a trifling addition to the accustomed 
or usual levy of tax, to decline to make it, on the 
grouhd that the people will not indorse it, and thus 
compel the people, eventually, to pay much more than 
such additional levy, in the shape of interest on scrip 
issued, for which there is no money to pay. The peo- 
ple need’ only to be made acquainted with this faet, 
and they will not only indorse, but demand such a 
percentage of tax as will place and keep the State 
paper more nearly at its par value. 

There is, it is true, some excuse for imperfections or 
inequalities of assessments the past year, for the rea- 
son that, quite generally, the officers charged with this, 
duty were without law, the Legislature failing to pro- 
vide for a general distribution of the “Act for the as- 
sessment and collection of taxes" at the proper time. 
For the next year no such excuse can be offered ; and 
it is to be hoped that-a return more nearly approx- 
imating the true value of taxable property will be 
made. Unless this is done, and a sufficient levy of tax 
is made, or appropriations made to correspond with 
' the collections of revenue for the current expenses, 
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extraordinary measures will have'to be resorted. to to 
méet such expenses, as the present floating indebted- 
ness abundantly proves. Upon the presumption that 
an amount equal to the total levy for current expenses 
of 1868 will be paid into the treasury in January, there 
will yet remain in the hands of the people, unredeemed 
and unprovided for, except by the uncertain delin- 
quencies of previous years, scrip to the amount of 
about $50,000, upon which the State is paying seven 
per cent. per annum interest. But this is presuming 
too much. If an amount equal to two-thirds of the 
total tax for current expenses for 1868, collected on all 
levies since our admission as a State, is received into 
the treasury at the first semi-annual settlement, it is 
all that can be expected ; then over one hundred thou- 
sand dollars of scrip would remain pees at seven per 
cent. per annum interest. e 

The constantly increasing expenses necessary for the 
support of the State Government, should be fully pro- 
vided for, and provided for by such a rate of taxation 
as to preclude the necessity for resorting to extraordi- 
nary means to defray them. 

In former reports, attention has been called to the 
delinquent taxes due the State—some as far back as 
1861, and it was suggested that inasmuch as the coun- 
ties had exclusive control over the collection thereof, 
and became the purchasers of real estate sold for taxes, . 
when not taken by other parties, they should, after 
acquiring title to them under the law, be required to 
settle the claim of the State for the taxes of the year 
they have acquired complete title. I now renew the 
Suggestion, in the hope that such legislation may be 
had as will secure the results indicated. 

Under the existing rate of interest allowed on in- 
vestinents in tax sale certificates—twenty-five per cent. 
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per annum—the counties will continue to be the largest 
purchasers, so long as money can be made to pay a 
better rate in other operations. I deemed it unwise 
policy, at the time of the passage of the ‘‘Act for 
assessment and collection of taxes," in 1866, to reduce 
the rate from fifty to twenty-five per cent., and, after 
an experience.of three years under it, am more fully 
convinced that the change has been detrimental to the 
interests of the State. Twenty-five per cent. per an- 
num interest upon the original tax of an individual, is 
no particular incentive to the prompt payment of his 
tax. He reasons, and very truthfully, too, that while 
he can make that much, at least, with his funds, he 
has three years within which to redeem ; and when he 
does rédeem, pay it in warrants, or scrip of various 
kinds, which he purchases at such a reduction from 
par that he actually loses nothing, if indeed he does 
not make, by letting his tax remain unpaid. My own 
opinion is that the rate of interest on tax sales should 
be fifty per cent. 

The delinquencies from 1861 to 1867, both inclusive, 
on general revenue, aggregates $156,387.57; about one- 
half of which amount, due from 1861 to 1865, both 
inclusive, ought to have been in the State treasury 
before this, if such a policy as. + above indicated had 
been pursued. 

The bonded debt of the State has now almost reached 
the constitutional limit, being, for other than military 
purposes, $925,175, leaving only $74,825 before reach- 
ing the maximum. Of course, if we consider the 
military bonds as coming within the purview of the 
limit, the amount has exceeded it $95,000. It is, how-_ 
ever, universally conceded that the military bonds 
issued are no part of the bonded debt of the State, 
within the meaning of the provision referred to in the 
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Constitution, but that they are issued and a debt con- 
tracted under an entirely different section of the same 
instrument. 

This leaves us, then, less than $75,000 with which to 
complete the east wing of the Capitol, and carry on 
the work.on the Penitentiary, with all the other public 
institutions to be provided for by direct taxation. 

In the estimate of probable expenses for the fiscal 
year 1869, the amounts required for the current ex- ` 
penses of the Penitentiary, State University, Agricul- 
tural College, Normal School, institutions for the deaf 
and dumb, blind and insane, are not named. The 
sum necessary for these institutions will probably 
aggregate $60,000. The several State departments 
require increased expenditure. As the State devel- 
ops, the labors in the several offices increase, requir- 
ing additional clerical force and additional contingent 
expense. In this department, during the period I 
have had the honor to preside over it, the labor has 
increased four-fold; and it is to be hoped that suffi- 
cient means may be provided for my worthy successor 
to enable him to employ such force as may be neces- 


sary for the prompt performance of the labors re-

quired. 

The claims for military services, supplies, &c., fur- 
nished, from 1861 to 1864, both inclusive, and prior to 
the “Price raid," have been disposed of, and the par- 
ties to whom anything was found to be due have been 
paid. d 

In the statement of Price raid fund account with the 
State Treasurer, it will be seen that there is shown to 
be a balance of $176,859.78 in his hands. While this 
is in accordance with the books of this office, the funds 
are not all there ; but $154,429.11 of the balance given 
was paid over to the Leavenworth, Lawrence and Gal- 
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veston railroad company, to whom it belonged under 
the law, but, very singularly, the law does not provide 
how the Treasurer is to get credits for this fund on the 
books of this office. The only way for him to obtain 
credits is to return canceled bonds, coupons, Auditor s 
warrants and warrants of the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction. A receipt was taken by the Treasurer 
at the time of paying over, and a duplicate filed in this 
office; but that could not be regarded as sufficient 
voucher on which to give credit. A year ago, I called 
the attention of prominent members of the Legislature 
to this defect in the law, but no amendment was 
adopted. I would suggest that the Legislature, this 
winter, authorize the proper credit to be given the 
Treasurer, and that the law be so amended as to re- 
quire the Auditor to issue his warrant upon the Treas- 
urer for such amounts as may be due the company or 
companies, upon presentation to him of the **accept- 
ance" of the road by the State commissioners. 

Under section 38, chapter 102, General Statutes, 
there have been certificates of indebtedness issued on 
audited vouchers, to the amount of $8,602.78. A sup- 
plemental report will probably be necessary before the 
final passage of the general appropriation bill by the 
next Legislature, giving such additional amounts as 
will have to be provided for by appropriation. 


The necessary delay in printing and furnishing the 
volume of general statutes, and consequently ignorant 
of the existence of their duties, as prescribed in section 
56, chapter 266, the county clerks have not made their 
reports as therein required, except the clerks of Bour- 
bon and Saline counties. No returns have been made 
to this office of agricultural statistics, except from 
Brown and Coffey counties; nor have any returns of 
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deaf and dumb, blind or idiotic persons been made, as 
required by law. 

The statements following, it is believed, give a full 
and complete exhibit of the financial condition of the 
State, at the close of the fiscal year 1808. 

On retiring from office, allow me to express my 
grateful thanks to a generous people whom I have 
endeavored to serve faithfully for four years. How 
well or satisfactorily I have performed the duties of 
the office, I leave for them to decide.
